"T SACRIFICE" is an unpopular doctrine nowadays. The world has little 
■*■ of it. Is it not true what Thomas a Kempis said, that "Christ has 
many lovers of His Heavenly Kingdom, but few sharers of His cross"? 
People in this day are full of admiration for others who sacrifice, and full 
of admiration for Christ Himself because of His sacrifice, but they make 
little sacrifice of their own lives. 

And yet sacrifice seems to me to be the narrow gate through which 
we enter into the kingdom of spiritual wisdom, the basis of that mystical 
union in which we unite with Christ and become a sharer of His will and 
purpose in the world. 

When I began to travel I went to Holland and at 
one of the first places visited I was struck with the coat 
of arms which bore the words "I maintain," It was the 
motto of the Royal house, a great and proud motto. 
The motto of our own Prince of Wales is '1 serve." 
But higher than that is the motto of the Kingdom of 
Christ — "1 Sacrifice." 

This cross and this sacrifice have always been an 
offence to the world. They are today. We live in times 
when there is a perfect orgy of selfishness — personal 
selfishness, family selfishness, class selfishness. Make 
no mistake — it is all opposed to the teaching, the ex- 
ample, and the worship of Christ. "I sacrifice" is the 
motto of Christ, and it must be our motto. 

Why should we sacrifice? First, for God's glory. 
"That ye present your bodies a living sacrifice, holy, 
acceptable unto God, which is your reasonable service." That does not 
represent the extremity, the farthest point that you can go, but the reason- 
able service of Christian experience. There is no realization of Holiness 
until we have passed through that; for so I read my .Bible, and so I have 
proved by my own experience. We cannot walk in Holiness while self 
remains. 

If we turn our mind to the ground of our failures we may find any 
number of reasons for them, but in the final analysis they are all accounted 
for by one word — Self. Paul said, in writing to the Galatians, "They that 
are Christ's have crucified the flesh with the affections and lusts." 

What is this self we have to crucify, to sacrifice? It is the element in 
our personality which asserts itself in opposition to the will of God. There 
is no sin in personality itself, but when personality comes into opposition 
to the will of God it becomes sinful and must be sacrificed by a definite 
and continuing act. We are not called upon to do some tremendous deed, 
for a day, or a week, and then go back to our normal condition. We are 
asked to sacrifice ourselves, and remain faithful to that sacrifice through 
life. It is not self-sacrifice, but a sacrifice of self, and they are two totally 
different things. The heathen perform acts of self- sacrifice. We are asked to 
sacrifice oursolvoa, which means the coming to an end of the self-life, the 
winding up, so to speak, of the estate. 

This sacrifice of self must be done really and not figuratively. Those 
who have struggled for the higher life know it is not an empty word of 
consecration — not merely living right; not confining ourselves to the doing 
of some peculiar or particular thing; not sentiment; not adherence to 
certain principles or a determination that we will do better; not a resolution 
that we are going to be more wholehearted. It is more definite than that 
It is an act, and it is a voluntary act. There is no compulsion. God will 
not compel us to do it any more than He will compel a sinner to give up his 
sin. We must come up to the point where we can say, "I give myself away." 
There is joy in sacrifice, and it must be done joyfully. 

The world says, "Do not be extreme." You will become a crank. 
People will think you have- become "soft," or what Londoners call "soppy." 
But believe me, it" takes more than a "soppy" man to make the great 
sacrifice! 

We have many grand examples of sacrifice made to an ideal, sometimes 
to a foolish ideal; but we make sacrifice to no ideal, to no voice, to no 
impulse, but to Godt

Its History: Its Teaching: its Social Service 

Servant of All for Christ's Sake 

THE SALVATION ARMY is an Organization of men and women 
who know their sins forgiven and who are knit together in a com- 
mon purpose — the proclaiming of the Gospel of Christ to all men. 
Its operations are chiefly concerned with the common people and 
those untouched by ordinary religious efforts. In the words of a 
notable litterateur: "It seeks to make religion where there was no 
religion before." 

Its Officers voluntarily engage in a life of comparative poverty in 
order that they may serve and bless the people. They visit the sick, 
pray with the dying and comfort the sorrowing and the distressed. 
They feed the hungry, care for tbe homeless, and save the drunkard 
and the erring. In short, they are "Servants of All" for Christ's sake. 

The Salvation Army was founded by William and Catherine 
Booth in July, 1865, in the East of London. The people converted to 
God in the Services— originally held in a tent— were formed into a 
"Christian Mission" for regular Evangelistic work. After this work 
had spread to many English cities, it took, in 1878, its present name, 
adopting a military plan of organization, with uniform and other 
distinctive features. 

From the early eighties it spread to many parts of the world, so 
that at the death of the Founder, in 1912, it was established in fifty- 
nine countries and colonies, among them the following: France, 
Switzerland, Italy, Germany, Belgium, Sweden, Norway, Finland, 
Denmark, Holland, the United States, India, Australia, New Zealand, 
Canada, Japan, Korea, the Dutch Indies, South Africa, South America, 
and the Wesf Indies. 

The openly-expressed fears of some that the Organization would 
fail with the passing of its great Founder have proved groundless. It 
is now (1922) established in seventy-three countries, and its Officers are 
proclaiming the Gospel in forty-six languages. 

The present General is William Bramwell Booth, son of tbe 
Fonnder. For nearly fort;- years he was intimately associated with 
the Founder in the direction of the ever-expanding work of the Organ- 
ization, 

What The Army Teaches 

THE SALVATION ARMY teaches those essentials of religion which 
concern every man's Salvation: That all have sinned and come 
short of the glory of God; that God calls all men to repent of their sin, 
that those who truly repent and accept Jesus Christ as their Saviour, 
nre pardoned, and by faith receive the assurance that God adopts 
them into Hie family. 

That God is not only able to save, but also to cleanse the soul; 
that is, to take away every desire contrary to His will. 

That He baptizes the believing soul with the Hoiy Ghost, so 
that there comes into the heart of man a Power which not only main- 
tains the personal fight against sin, but prompts also to a determined, 
earnest seeking for the souls of- others. 

That after a .man has been born of the Spirit of God, it is possible 
for him to knowingly grieve and rebel against the Holy Spirit, and 
thus to fal! away from grace and be lost. That Christ is coming 
again, to judge the world. That Heaven is the eternal abode of the 
righteous,, and Hell of the wicked. 

How The Army Is Governed 

TIE ARMY ia governed according to a military system. The General 
is Commander-in-Chief of its world-wide operations. Special Offi- 
cers, whom he selects for the purpose, assist him in the general direc- 
tion of The Army from the International Headquarters in London. 

The work, in each country, is under the command of some one 
Officer, who usually holds the rank of n Commissioner; his Command, 
which is known as a Territory, is divided into Provinces, Divisions, 
and Corps, according to the size of the country and the extent of the 
work within its borders. 

The unit of The Salvation Army's formation is the-Corps. There 
may be one or more Corps in any city, according to size and circum- 
stances. The Commanding Officer of a Corps usually holds the rank 
of Captain, Ensign, Adjutant, or Commandant, and is sometimes as- 
sisted by one or more Lieutenants. 

For financial and other administrative purposes, there are set 
up at the different Headqnarters varions Boards of advice. The Boards 
are limited in their powers to the matters referred to them, and have 
no authority such as would hinder an Officer in the proper discharge 
of his duties. Officers and Soldiers alike are governed by the Orders 
and Regulations which' are issued for their guidance. 

The Army's Social Work 

rlE special Departments which The Army has for providing shelter 
for the homeless and employment for the workless; for reclaiming 
the criminal and the fallen, for assisting suitable people to the King's 
Dominions overseas, and finding them employment there; indeed, for 
helping all who are in need; comprise what is known as its Social 
work, which originated in the Founder's book euiiiied, "In Darkest 
England and The Way Out." Great humanitarian effort though it is, 
every means is used to alleviate temporal misery with a spiritual 
end in view; for a change of heart, by the grace of God, is regarded 
by Salvationists as the only foundation of true and permanent up- 
lifting and well-being.

Mrs. Adjutant Hood became as 
Officer over twenty-five years urn 
from the famous Kingston Cms 
Eastern Ontario. Although only a cui 
In her teens, she did valiant service 
for God in many of the smaller Corps 
and "hard goea" of the Eastern On- 
tario Province. But there was no "go" 
too difficult for her to have a try it 
anyway, and, usually with good mo 
cess, as her Provincial Officers of 
those days would testify. 

Field and Hospital Work 

After some twelve years of Rdd 
Work, Ensign Burtch was transferred 
to the Women's Social Department 
She obtained her Nurse's diploma 
from our London, Ontario, Maternity 
Hospital, where she was stationedfor . 
some time. She was responsible for 
the opening of our Children's Home in 
Calgary where, as Matron, she did 
good service for a number of yean, 
Then came a breakdown in health that 
necessitated a prolonged refit at home 
with her friends in Peterboro. 

While a little girl Lottie Burtch had 
been dedicated by godly parents for 
mission work among the heathen, and 
nven as a child she used to tell hsx 
some day she would go to India to tell 
the heathen of Jesus. With the return 
of health came the renewed call' to 
foreign service, and, making applica- 
tion, Ensign Burtch was soon on 
India's shores. For several years she 
served in our hospitals at NagercoD 
and the famous Emery Hospital at 
Moradabad under the late Dr. Harry 
Andrews. Later she was appointed 
Matron of our Girls' Schools at Nager- 
coil and Melloie, Madras. 

Pioneering in Burmah 

In 1918 Ensign Burtch was mantel 
to Adjutant Hood, and together they- 
pioneered our work at Rangoon, South 
Burmah. Then came a well-earned 
furlough in her homeland. Adjutant 
and Mrs. Hood, as opportunity ptt- 
Eented, conducted a number of inter; 
esting meetings in Peterboro, Toronto 
and other Corps. We had the pleawre 
of having them to several meetings in 
Saskatoon and other Corps in our 
Division where the need of the heathen 
peoples of Indian and Burmah were 
brought well to the front. 

On their return to India they were 
reappointed to Burmah, but this time 
to the North at Mandalay, where they 
again pioneered the opening of onr 
work. Mrs. Hood was a capable Ita- 
guist and quickly mastered the Bar- 
mese language sufficiently to be alio 
to sing, pray and give short address 
in Burmese. She was given special 
work to do among the women pnsoa- 
ers in Mandalay and her labors wen 
crowned witti nbundant success.

With apparently many years of use- 
ful service for God and The Army 
ahead of her, she was suddenly stnfrs- 
en with that dread malady cancer and 
although everything possible was done 
to relieve- her sufferings in a few ebon 
months she was called Home. :

LONELY WOMEN 

THERE are doubtless a class of Sis- 
ters who themaelveB endorse the 
opinion of others that they are "lone- 
ly creatures," and, in consequence, are 
inclined to repine at their lot and 
darken the sunshine of li/e by the 
spirit of sadness which they allow 
continually to brood .over them. 

For such women nothing but the 
deepest sympathy can be felt. Often- 
times they sre heroically contending 
with circumstances that are calculated 
to crush all the joy out of their exist- 
ence; bearing burdens whose heavy 
weight none but themselves know, 
mourning over blighted prospects, the 
secret of which lies locked in tbeir own 
bosoms. 

But to the loneliest and most de- 
pressed of these Sisters we would 
say: Don't forget that the over-ruling 
providence of a loving Father holds 
the plan of your life, and that life if 
lived in obedience to His will contains 
its measure of happiness and useful- 
ness, as well as sorrow. 

We would earnestly commend to all 
lonely Comrades Chapters VIII and IX 
of The Salvation Army Founder's 
second volume of "Religion for Every 
Day." Here, in counsels full of tender- 
ness and ripe experience, he sets 
forth both sides of a woman's life 
impartially. Of the unmarried woman 
he writes: 

"The woman who remains 'inmar- 
ried in order to serve her generation 
better must be very near to the heart 
of Jesus Christ. God will, in an im- 
portant sense, be her husband, and fill 
her soul with satisfaction more than 
equal to any she would reap in mar- 
riage. 

"Many women are, I believe, en- 
dowed by nnture with gifts far more 
likely to be employed with advantage 
to themselves and the world around 
them while they remain single . . . . 
They are kept by what used to be 
called a 'particular providence' from 
throwing away their lives and gifts; 
and although they may not always see 
'' it thus, and may not always accept 
it, the world has abundant reason to 
rejoice in their single lives and true 
service and single-hearted devotion to 
the good of others." 



MOST women at some stage of their life's history feel the want of 
a friend, and there are those who never know the confidence and 
joy of friendship. Women, perhaps more than men, find diffi- 
culty in discovering and keeping a' friend, though the acquaintance 
and the gossip are plentiful and familiar enough. 

What woman or girl does not know the bitterness of a false friend- 
ship, the pain of heart when a chance word revealed that the thoughts 
and secrets confided lo the sharer of her inner being had been given to 
the world at large? Or the sense of desolation caused by the dis- 
covery that the friend in the sunshine of prosperity is no friend in the 
gloom ef trouble? 

Beyond this sadness is the affliction of the woman who stands 
alone in the world, without a friend, and with nothing but a bare liveli- 
hood and loneliness. SHE understands what it means to look through 
the 'lighted windows of other women's homes as she walks through 
crowded streets, where never one in all the thousand faces meets her 
with a smile of friendship, to the room that is not home, because it 
holds only herself.

FOREIGN Body in Ear.— Do not attempt to remove by 
poking. Lay the head with the affected ear down and 
wait for the doctor. If a live insect has crawled into the ear 
put in a few drops of sweet-oil or mineral-oil in the ear. 

Foreign Body in Eye. — Tears may wash it out. Do not 
rub the eye. If visible remove with corner of clean handker- 
chief. Wash eye with boric acid solution and consult phy- 
sician or eye specialist. 

Foreign Body in Nose. — Do not attempt to remove by 
poking. Let the child blow the nose while holding the op- 
posite nostril shut. If this fails, call the doctor. 



WASHING CLOTHES 

Almost every nation has a different 
method of washing its clothes. 

The Korean washerwomen are per- 
haps as hard worked as any, because 
the men of that eountry wear ex- 
tremely wide trousers and dresses! 
The women wash in cold water al- 
ways, usually in a running stream, 
and they pound the clothes with pad- 
dles, till they shine almost as though 
thpy had been starched. 

Egyptian men do the washing for 
their families. < They stand at the edge 
of a pool, or a stream of running 
water, and slap the wet clothes upon 
smooth, round stones. This style of 
washing takes the dirt out, to be sore, 
but it also takes a portion of the 
material as well, and holes are the 
result. 

French women wash in pretty much 
the same fashion, but instead of stand- 
ing they kneel. They also use wet 
stones and wooden paddles sometimes 
to help pound the dirt out. 

The Japanese rip up their soiled 
garments for every washing! Their 
washing is all done out of doors, and 
in a tub about the size uf an English 
dishpan. Usually they just rub the 
clothes with the hand till they are 
clean; but occasionally, if the iyar- 
ments ar very dirty, a little extremely 
greasy soap is used, and they stamp 
on the clothes with their feet. 

Chinese women — that is, the lower 
castes, whose feet are unbound— wash 
their clothes by stamping npon them 
with bare feet They, like their Jap- 
anese sisters, use very tiny tubs. 

In some places in Scotland the wom- 
en use their feet as an aid in washing, 
too. However, they have large tubs, 
and plenty of soap and warm water. 




VARIED HINTS

A substitute for glue can be made 
by rubbing a piece of cold boiled po- 
tato on paper until it is of the right 
consistency. This will be found equal 
to strong glue or cement.
